S.O. ,‘1178.—In exorcise oi the powers contoured on me by clauses .1, 4, 13, 14A 
and 17 oi the Cotton Control Order, 1955 and oi oil other powers enabling me In 
this behall’, l hereby make the following order in respect ot Indian cotton marketed 
in india Iroin 1st September, 1980:— 

1. Survey.—(0 Ail Indian cotton marketed in India from Jst September, I960 
shall be surveyed at the ginning and/or pressing stage as herein alter provided 
by the East India Cotton Association, Etd., Bombay or by any Regional Committee 
appointed by it with tiie approval of the Textile Commissioner for this purpose. 

Explanation: 

In respect of cotton which has been already ginned and/oi pressed by the 
1st September, 19blt, survey shall he made in the manner provided 
Herein ueiore delivery against sales. 

(ii) (a/ All full pressed bales of cotton shall be oficreti by the first seller for 
survey by the East India Colton Association Ltd., Bombay or by the Regional 
Committee appointed by it in this behalf and a certificate obtained, 

(b) No bale of cotton shall leave the compound ot the factory where it is 
pressed ur shall be removed to a warehouse from suen factory belore the samples 
have been drawn by the authorised controllers ol the East India cotton Association 
Ltd,, Bombay tor survey by the Association or by the Regional Committee, 

(iii) Cotton which is intended for delivery in loose form to a manufacturer 
shall be ottered for survey by the East India Cotton Association Ltd., Bombay 
or by the Regional Committee appointed by it in this behalf as soon as it is 
ginned and no such loose cotton will leave (he factory wheie it is ginned before 
the samples of such cotton- arc drawn by the authorised controllers of the East 
India Cotton Association Ltd, for suivey by the Association or by the Regional 
Committee appointed by it in this behalf. 

(ivj The Regional Committee shall work under the overall control of the East 
India Cotton Association Ltd,, Bombay. 

(v) The survey certificate shall show the name of the first seller, the number 
ot bales, the lot numbers, pressing running number of bales, press marks, descrip¬ 
tion of the cottun, staple and giarie and the maximum price theieof fixed according 
to Schedule ‘A’ hereto annexed. On the inverse side of such certificate, each 
seller shall endorse the name and address of each buyer and the date of each 
sale. The price pajahle by ;m; buyei shall not exceed the maximum price 
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indicated in the survey certificate which shall, however, be subject to adjustment 
m accordance with the provisions of sub-paras (a), (b), (c), (d), (e) and (f) of 
paragraph 7(ii), if applicable. 

(vi) (a) The first seller, may, if he is not satisfied with the certificate of the 
Regional Committee or the East India Cotton Association Ltd,, Bombay, as the 
case may be, prefer an appeal to the Committee specified in Schedule ‘B’ annexed 
hereto (hereinafter leferred as Ihc Ad Hoc Committee) within seven days of the 
date of the survey certificate, 

(b) If any buyer does not accept the initial award of the Regional Committee 
or of the East India Cotlon Association Ltd., Bombay, as the case may be, he 
may prefer an appeal to the Ad Hue Committee within 7 days of the date of the 
survey certificate. However, if this period of 7 days has expired, the buyer will 
have a right to either have a ficsh survey at his cost by the East India Cotton 
Association Ltd, Bombay subject to the right of appeal to the Ad Hoc Committee, 
or have a direct suivey made by the Ad Hoc Committee for which purpose fresh 
samples shall be drawn. 

(c) The award of the Ad Hoc Committee will be final and binding on all 
successive buyers without any right of re-survey. 

(vii) The samples drawn by the authorised controllers in respect of each lot 
shall be kept in safe custody by the East India Cotton Association Ltd., Bombay 
or by the Regional Committee as the case may be for a period of not less than 
7 days calculated from the date ol the survey certificate. 

(viii) The fees for the initial survey shall he borne by the first seller and the 
buyer will bear the fees for each successive survey, if any, either by the East 
India Cotton Association Ltd., Bombay or the Rcgionul Committee when desired 
by the buyer. The appeal fees will be borne by the party preferring the appeal. 

(lx) No buyer shall take delivery of cotton unless it is accompanied by a 
certificate of survey issued as above and it will be incumbent on the buyer to 
scrutinise tlio survey certificate with reference to the cotton covered by the 
certificate and to satisfy himself that the certificate relates actually to the cotton 
purchased and delivered to him. 

2 Permission for sale of cotton by a manufacturer.—No manufacturer shall soli 
cotton to any person without the previous written permission of the Textile Com¬ 
missioner, 

3. The prices stated in Schedule 'A' will not apply to purchases of permitted 
varieties for the purposes of export by an exporter. However, no such exporter 
shall sell In the internal market any part of such cotton purchased for export 
without the written permission of the Textile Commissioner. In case such 
permission is granted, such cotton shall be sold m the internal market at a price 
not exceeding the maximum price shown in the survey certificate. 

4. Purchases of ‘Kapas' by a manufacturer.—Every manufacturer to whom 
permission under sub-clause 3 of clause 13 of the Cotton Control Order, 1955 has 
been issued shall purchase ‘Icapas” at such price ibat the eventual corresponding 
cost price of the ginned and/or pressed lint outturn shall not exceed the maximum 
price fixed in Schedule ‘A’ annexed hereto. All such cotton ginned and/or pressed 
shall be surveyed and the maximum price thereof determined before u manu¬ 
facturer takes it for consumption. 

5. Piling of Returns.—Every -'A' class and ‘B' class licence holder, not being 
a manufacturer, shall furnish to the office of the Textile Commissioner, Bombay 
in the form given below a periodical statement (fie., for Ihe period 1st to lath 
and 16th to 30th/31st of each month) to be despatched on or before the 3rd or 
18th of each month respectively of his actual deliveries of Indian cotton to the 
mills and his sales. 

6. Maximum and minimum price of cotton.—(i) Subject to the other provisions 
hereinafter contained, the minimum and maximum price of cotton of the 1900/61 
season and of the earlier seasons of the descriptions specified in columns (1) and 
(2) of Schedule ‘A’ annexed hereto shall be as specified in columns (3) and (4) 
respectively of the said Schedule. 

Provided that where cotton, which is tin- subject matter of a contract, is of 
a quality either inferior or superior to the basic quality referred to in ■columns (I) 
and (2) of the said Schedule the minimum or the maximum price shall be decreased 
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or increased as the case may be by an amount specified in columns (5) to (15) 
of the said Schedule. 

Provided further that no such cotton shall be considered to be of a quality 
superior to the basic quality as aforesaid unless its superior staple and class have 
hern certified hy the East India Cotton Association Ltd., Bombay or by th« 
Regional Committee appointed bv it or by the Ad Tin Committee and the maximum 
price of such eotton shall then be in accordance with the description, staple and 
class mentioned in such certificate. 

(ii) (a) The prices specified 111 Schedule ‘A’ are in Rupees per quintal of 
100 kilograms net for delivery in full pressed bales oy-se]ler’s godown. Bombay, 
and include 1 per cent brokerage payable by the seller to the buyer and the usual 
sample and stone allowance as provided In the bye-laws of the East India Cotton 
Association Ltd., Bombay. 

(b) The minimum and maximum prices for delivery at any place other than 
Bombay shall he the prices specified in Schedule ‘A’ less a sum equivalent to 
the railway freight from the place of origin to Bombay and Rs. 2-80 nP per 
quintal plus the sum. if any, equivalent, to the railway freight from the place of 
origin to the place of delivery to the buyer and Rs. 2'80 nP per quintal. 

(e) The maximum prices specified in paragraph (1(1) and sub-paragraphs (a) 
and (b) of paragraph (ii) shall be increased, where the sale is directly to a 
manufacturer, by 1 | per cent thereof and where the sale is directly to an ‘A’ class 
licencee, by J per cent thereof. 

(d) The maximum and njlnlmum prices specified in paragraph fi(i) and sub- 
paragraphs (a) and (b) of paragraph 6 ( 11 ) shall be decreased by Rs. 7/- per 
quintal when the subject matter of the contract is ginned (that is, unpressed) 
cotton. 

(e) Where cotton which is the subject matter of a contract is loose cotton 
obtained by opening a full pressed bale and does not exceed 15 kgs. in weight, 
the maximum prices specified in paragraph 6(i) and sub-paragraph (a), (b) of 
paragraph li(ii) shall be incicased tiy 12. 1 , per cent thereof, 

(f) The minimum prices fixed under this notification shall not apply to cotton 
which is inferior in class or staple to that for which ‘off’ allowances arc specified 
in columns (5), (6), (10) and (11) of Schedule ‘A’ bul il shall he open to anv 
person or persons.who arc required to fix the exact value of any such cotton to 
fix a Value which Is less than the price specified for the lowest staple and class 
of cotton of the description. 

(g) Nothing in paragraph f> shall apply to a contract of sale for the purpose 
of export by any exporter with an overseas buyer or his agent or hy a grower 
or middleman with any exporter or his agent. 

(h) A certificate from the Textile Commissioner to the effort lhat the contract 
entered into is for the purpose of export shall be conclusive evidence of that fact. 

7 Varieties not under Price Control.— Nothing in this Notification shall apply 
1o (a) Sea-Island Andrews cotton, grown in the states of Assam. Andhra Pradesh. 
Kerala, Mysore and Madras If it is certified by the Indian Central Cotton Com¬ 
mittee or the Committee specified in Eehedule 'B’ as having a staple length of 
above II" and compiles with the following conditions: 

(i) the seeds required for sowing such cotton in the above States have been 
duly approved and supplied by the officers of the Sea-Island Cotton 
Development Scheme and 

(il) the ginning and pressing of the ernp of such cotton have been done 
under the supervision of the aforesaid officers and a certificate of 
purity issued hy them for the pressed bales. 

(b) Hybrid cotton grown in Glljarat State, if it is certified by the Committee 
specified in Schedule ‘B’ as having a staple of above 1 f" lenglh and complies with 
the following conditions'— 

(i) the seeds required for sowing such cotton have been duly approved ahd 

supplied by the State Department of Agriculture, and 

(ii) the ginning and pressing of the crop o f h cotton have been done 

under the supervision of the State Dcparimenf of Agriculture and a 
certificate of puritv issued by the Department for the pressed bales. 
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(c) Any other cotton which -may be certified by the State Department oi Agri¬ 
culture or 'agmarked' under the Cotton Grading and Marking Rules, 1939, indicat¬ 
ing the varietal purity and further certified as having a staple length about 11" 
by the Committee specified in Schedule ‘B’. 

8. Description of varieties.—(a) (1) “Moglai Javliln” means cotton recognised 
as such and grown in the Marathwada region and Ahmcdnagar district of Maha¬ 
rashtra State, Bijapur district of Mysore State and Includes “Vlrnar” (197-3), 
grown in these areas. 

(iil "Madhya Pradesh Jarilla” means cotton lecogntsed as such and grown 
in Ihp Madhya Pradesh Slate, .Thalawar district of Palasthan State and includes 
‘‘Virnar 1 ’ (197-3) "Maliarl”, "Malvi’’ and “Bhoj”. It also includes "Burl/American”, 
“Madhya Pradesh Cambodia”, “Madhya Pradesh Upland" which does not conform 
to the definition in sub-para (u) of this paragraph. 

(iii) “Vidarbha (Berar) .Jarilla” means cotton recognised as such and grown 
in Vidarbha region Sholnpur and Poona districts and TIingoli Taluka of Parbhani 
district of Maharashtra State Ohhlndwara and NImar Districts of Madhya 
Pradesh State and Adilabad dlstriel of Andhra Pradesh and Includes “Virnar" 
(197-3) grown in these areas. It. includes “71-420” grown in Vidarbha region of 
Maharashtra State, Kurnool and Anantapur districts of Andhra Pradesh, provided 
the areas in which cotton is grown are protected under the Cotton Transport 
Act, 1923 (3 of 1923). It also includes “Buri-American” “Madhya Pradesh 
Cambodia” “Madhya Pradesh Upland” which do not conform to the definition 
In sub-para (u) of this paragraph. 

(iv) “Khandesh Jarilla” means cotton recognised as such and grown in the 

districts of Nasik, East Khandesh, and West Khandesh of Maharashtra State 
and includes “Virnar” (197-3). I 

(b) (1) “Vilay (A)" means cotton recognised as Vii iv and grown in the districts 
of Broach (excluding Anklcshwar, .Thapadia, Dedlaparla Talukas and part of Nandod 
taluka lying South of River Narbnda Hansot, Valla, Sagbara, Nawapur and 
Akkalkuva talukas) Baroda. Kaira (except talukas of Cambay and Peilad). 
Panchmahals and Sabarkantha districts of Gujarat State and Banswara district 
of Rajasthan -and Includes “Dlgvijay”. 

(11) “Vijav (B)” means cotton recognised as Vijay and grown in Cambay and 
Petlad talukas ,of Kaira District, Ahmedabad district lying Ejouth of the River 
Sabarmati (including the part of Daskroi and City tulukas and whole Dchgam 
taluka) of Gujarat State. 

(c) “Surtl" means cotlon recognised as such and grown In the district of Surat 
(excluding Kim of Olnad taluka and Kosambn of Mangrol taluka) and includes 
“Suyog” “Vijalpa” (2087) and 'Agmarked' or certified “Vijalpa” (2087) grown in 
Hansot. 

(d) “Ankleshwar” means cotton recognised as such and BTOwn In Ankleshwar, 
Jhagadia. Nandod, Hansot, Valla, Dediapada, Sagbara. Nawapur and Akkalkuva 
talukas of Broach and Kjm (Olpad taluka). Kosambn (Mangrol laluka) of Surat 
districts of Ga.larat State, and includes Panoli. Rajpipla and Netrang. 

(e) “Punjab/American L.S S." means cotton recognised as such and grown in 
the States of Punjab, Uttar Pradesh and in the Ganganagar district of Rajasthan. 

(f) “Punjab/American 218F” means cotton recognised as such and grown in 
the States of Punjab, Uttar Pradesh. Madras nnd Andhra Pradesh and includes 
Punjab American “H. 14”, provided the areas in which the cotton is grown are 
protected under the Cotton Transport Act. 1923 (3 of 1923) or an.v corresponding 
Act. It also Includes Punjab/American “1/L “,4” grown in the areas of "216F” and 
which does not conform to the definition in sub-para (w) (2) of this paragraph. 

(g) "Punjab/American 320F" means cotton recognised as such and grown in 

the States of Punjab and Uttar Pradesh and in the Ganganagar district of Rajasthan 
State, provided the areas in which the cotton is grown are protected under the 
Qotton Transport Act. 1923 (3 of 1923) or any corresponding Act. It also Includes 
Punjab /American "LL54” grown in the area of “320F” and which does not conform 
to the definition in sub-para (w) (2) of this paragraph, I 

(h) (1) ".Tayadhar (A)" means cotton recognised as .Tavadhar and grown In 
the district of Dharwar nnd Bailhongal (Sampagnon taluka) of Belgaum district 
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of Mysort State, provided the areas in which the cotton is grown are protected 
umlei the Cotton fianxnorl Act, 1923 Cl of 1923) or any corresponding Act 

fhi (lit “.Tayadhar (B)” means cotton recognised as Jayadhar and grown in 
the district of Belgaum excepting Bailhongal (Sanrmagaon Taluka), Bljapur, 
Chitaldrug and Raiehur districts of Mysore State and North and South Satara and 
Kolhapui districts of Maharashtra State, provided the areas m which the cotton 
is grown ate protected under the Gotten 1 Transport Act, 19211 (3 of 1923) or any 
corresponding Act. 

(11 (i) “Laxmi (A)” means cotton rer ogm.seri as Laxmi and mown In the 
dMiiels of Dharwar, Bailhongal (Sampagaon taluka > of Belgaum. Hassan. 
Ghlkumaglui, Shtmnga. Mandya. and Mysore of Mysore Slate and Adoni station from 
Kurnool district of Andhra Pradesh, provided Ihe areas in which the cotton is 
grown are protected under the Cotton Transport Act, 1923 (3 of 1923) or any 
corresponding Act. It also includes “M.A. 5” which does not conform to the 
definition in sub-para (w) (2) of this paragraph. 

(I) (ii) “Laxmi (B)’’ means cotton recognised as Laxmi and grown in the 
districts of Biiapur, Chitaldrug. Raiehur and Bellary of Mysore State, KurnooL 
District excepting Adoni Station. Cnddapah and Anantapur districts of Andhra 
Pradesh provided the areas in which the cotton is grown are protected under the 
Cotton Transport Act. 1923 (3 of 1923) or any corresponding Act It also includes 
M.A. 5 from Chitaldrug district of Mysore State which does not conform to the 
definition in sub-para (w) (2) of this paragraph. 

(j) “Westerns’’ means cotton recognised as such and growti in the Bellarv, 
Gulbargn and Raiehur districts of Mysore State and Kurnool, Anantapur. Cnddapah 
and Mehboobmigar districts of Andhra Pradesh and includes “Hngari 1” (Western 
Farm), White Northerns and Red Northerns. 

(It) "Kurungannl” means cotton recognised as such and grown in the Coimbatore 
Tiruehirapalli. Madurai Ramnathapuram and TirunelvelU districts of Madras 
Stale and includes “Karunganni”. ”K2’’. "K!>" and "KG" (Pandyan), ‘TirunelvelU" 
and “Salems (Nadam, Bourbon and Uppam)’’. It includes “Cocpnada 1 & 2" grown 
in tiie coastal districts of Andhra Pradesh. 1 

(l) “Dholleras" means cotton recognised as such and grown in Ra.ikol division 
of the Guiarat State and includes "Gulch" “1027" “Kadi/YMramgam", “Kadayo", 

’Wngad" and “Kalagin” It also includes “Kalyan" which does no! conform to 
the definition of the cotton contained in sub-paragraph (ml of this paragraph 

(m) "Kalyan” means cotton lecognised as such and grown— 

( 1 ) in the Ahmedabad (Dholka, Dhanduku. San,and and Viramgarri talukas) 
and Mehasana districts of the Guiarat State, provided that the areas 
in which the cotton Is giown are protected under the Cotton Transport 
Act, 1923 (3 of 19231 

(iil in the Rajkot Division of Guiarat State provided that the seed required 
for sowing has been duiv unproved and supplied bv the State Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture and the produce has been certified by that 
department as being 'Kalyan'. 

fn) Piatap"’ means cotton recognised as such and grown in Saurashtra of 
Guiarat State provided it is certified by Ihe Department of Agriculture. It also 
Includes “Sanjay” (CJ 73) grown in the same areas if certified by the Department 
of Agriculture. 

(o) "Bengal Dexhi" means cotton recognised as such and grown in the States 
of Punjab Uttar Pradesh and Rajasthan. 

(p) "Oomra Desht" moans cotton recognised as such and grown in the Shulapur 
Ahmednagar and Poona districts and Vidarbha and Marathwada regions of 
Maharashtra State Adilabad district of Andhra Pradesh and Nimar, TIoshangahad 
and Chhlndwara districts of Madhya Pradesh. 

(n) "Mathia" means cotton recognised at such and grown in the Raikof division 
of the Guiarat State. It includes uncertified "Pralap” and "Saniav” (C.T 73). 

(r) "M-ineari" means colion recognised as such and grown in Ihe Bellary. 
Raiehur and Oulbarga districts ol Mysore State and in the Anantapur, Cuddapah 
and Kurnool (Except Cumbllm and Markapur talukas) districts of Andhra Pradesh 
and Gadhwal and Alampur talukas of Mehboobnagar district of Andhra Pradesh 
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(s) "C.P.I. & C.P. II" respectively means cotton recognised as such and grown 
in the Vidarbha region of Maharashtra State, Adilabad district of Andhra Pradesh 
and Nimar, Hoshangabad and Chhindwara districts of Madhya Pradesh, 

(t) "Central India Cotton” means cotton recognised as such and grown in the 
Madhya Bharat region of Madhya Pradesh. 

(u) “Burl American” moans cotton recognised as such and grown in the 
Vidarbha region of Maharashtra State, Madyha Pradesh, Kotah (except .Ihalawar 
district Udaipur and Ajmer divisions of Rajasthan, and includes 'Burl 107’, 'Buri 
0394', ‘C Indore 1\ ‘C’, Indore 2’ and ‘Udaipur American’, provided the areas in 
which the cotton is grown are protected under the Cotton Transport Act, 1923 
(3 of 1923) or any corresponding Act. It also Includes "A51/9”, "Badnawar I", 
(C.T. 1/4/21) grown in Madhya Pradesh and uncertified “D-147” grown in 
Maharashtra State and Madhya Pradesh. It further includes ‘Parbhani American' 
cotton recognised as such and grown In Adilabad. Utnoor and Boath talukas of 
Adilabad district of Andhra Piadesh and Kinwat taluka and Islapur circle of 
Nanded district of Maharashtra State. 

(v) (i) “Gaorani (A)” means cotton recognised as Gaorani 6 and 12 and 
grown in the district of Nanded and Parbhani taluka of Parbhani district cl 
Maharashtra State provided the areas in which the cotton Is grown arc protected 
under the Cotton Transport Act. 1923 (3 of 1923) or any corresponding Act. It 
includes "Daulat” (2204), G 22 and G. 46 grown in these areas. It further includes 
"Naildyal 14” grown in Kurnool district of Andhra Pradesh. 

(v) (ii) "Gaorani (B)” means cotton recognised as Gaorani 6 and 12 and 
grown in the district of Parbhani (excepting Parbhani taluka). Osmanabad, 
Moinabad taluka of Bhir of Maharashtra State and Adilabad (Mudhol, Bhainsa 
and Kuber Circles) and Medak district (Zahirabad and Narayankhed talukas) of 
Andhra Pradesh and Gulbarga district of Mysore State, provided the areas in 
which the cotton Is grown arc protected under the Cotton Transport Act, 1923 

< (3 of 1923) or any corresponding Act. It includes "Daulat" (2204), G. 22 and 
G 46 grown in these areas and "Gaorani 6" (Umri) grown in the Kurnool district 
of Andhra Pradesh, 

(w) (1) “Cambodia (A)’’ means cotton recognised as Rajapala.vam or "M.C.U, 
1” grown In Madras State and Includes 9030G. It also includes "M.C.TJ. 2” grown 
ns summer crop in Ramnathapuram, Madurai and Tirunelvelli districts of Madras 
State. It further includes “tndo-Ameriean 170-Co2 and 134-Co2 M" grown in the 
States of Gujarat and Maharashtra 

(i) The prices specified for these varieties in Schedule ‘A’ would apply if 

they are of the staple length of 1-1/32" and over and If they are (a) 
certified by the State Department of Agriculture or (h) "Agmarked” 
under the Cotton Grading & Marking Rules 1939 Indicating the 
varietal purity or (c) certified by the Committee mentioned in Schedule 
B as having staple length of 1-1/32" and above. 

(ii) No cotton stapling below 1-1/32" will be recognised as coming under 

the varieties mentioned in the above rlause (w) (I). 

(w) (2) “Cambodia (B)” means cotton recognised as Cambodia and includes 
i ertifled or 'Agmarked' Cambodia. “Co2”. '‘Co4”. Avanashi, “I\T.A. 5”. and “LL 54” 
and uncertified "134-Co2M”. "t7n-Co 2”. “M.C U. 1”. "M.C.U 2” and "9030G" grown 
In the State of Madras, Gujarat, Maharashtra, Mysore, Punjab and Ganganagar 
district of Rajasthan. 

(wj (3) "Cambodia fCl” means cotton recognised as Camhodta and includes all 
Cambodias grown in the states of Madras, Andhra Pradesh, Mysore, Kerala (Palghat 
District) Maharashtra, Gujarat, Madhya Pradesh and certified “1—147'’ from 
Amraoti district of Maharashtra State. 

(x) "Sea Island (Andrews)’’ means cotton recognised as such nnd grown in 
Kozhikode, Palghat, Trlchur districts and other Coastal parts of Kerala State, 
Mangalore district and other coastal parts Including the Malnad area of the Mysore 
State and States of Assam, Madras & Andhra Pradesh. 

It includes Hybrid cotton grown in Gujarat State. 

9. Ad Hoc Committee.—The Committee specified in Schedule 'B’ shall be the 
Committee to which the final appeal may lie in respect of questions regarding 
survey, quality of cotton and prices. Such committee shall, If required, perform 
survey as provided in paragraph 1 above. 
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10. Restrictions and conditions on contracts.—The contracts lor the sale or 
purchase of Indian cotton purchased during the cotton season 1960-61 shall be sub¬ 
ject to the following restrictions and conditions, nic., 

(a) No person shall enter into a contract for the sale or purchase of cotton 

at a prlie less than the minimum price or more than the maximum price 
as fixed by the Textile Commissioner under clause 3 of the Cotton 
Control Order, 1955 in respect of Indian cotton produced during the 
cotton season 19GU-6L as applicable to the subject matter of the contract 
having regard to the place of delivery thereunder. 

(b) No person shall enter into a contract for sale with an overseas buyer 

for the purpose of export. Provided, however, that where the Joint 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports so permits by way of Trade 
Notice, a person may enter into a contract for sale with an overseas 
buyer for the purpose of export without holding a valid export licence 
but subject always to the terms and conditions of such Trade Notice. 

(c) Every contract in which the final price is not ngmed shall be construed 

as if the following clause was inserted therein, viz., 

The price payable shall be within the range of the minimum and the 
maximum prices fixed by the Textile Commissioner under clause 3 of 
the Cotton Control Order, 1955 in respect of Indian Cotton produced 
during the cotton season 1960.61.
